SAFE HIGHWAYS AND 

SAFE STREETS. | 

‘| hundred safety experts, representing all 
fhe principal railroads of the country, have been 
tn tonvention in Chicago. They have come to the 
conclusion that there is only one way to prevent 
accidents at grade crossings, and that is to elim- 
inate grade crossings. To do so will cost $20,000,- 
000,000. 

The task is a huge one, but it need not and 
€annot be undertaken all at once. A start must 
be. made by eliminating the crossings where the 
prebabllity of accidents is greatest, those 
onthe main highways in or near cities. Much 
good can be accomplished, too, by providing ‘grade 
separation on all highways to be constructed in 
future 

Nearly 2,500 lives were lost at railroad crossings 
in’ the United. States last year. The record is 
startling and deserves all the attention it is re- 
ceiving, but is smaller far than the mortality 
resulting from ordinary automobile accidents on 
city streets. In Cook county alone in the same 
year there were r 900 deaths from automobile 
actidents. Some of the victims, to be sure, were 
killed at railroad crossings, but they were by no 
Means in the majority. If it is important to pre- 
vent accidents on the re@jlways it is much more 
important to prevent them on the city streets. The 
game technique of prevention is applicable to both 
problems—<separation of grades. . 

The automobile has worked a revolution in city 
transportation, but most of our streets are just 
what they always were. They were designed for 
hofse drawn conveyances, but they are filled with 
Wehicles each of which, because of speed, power, 
and weight, is potentially a destroyer of life. Cam- 

‘paigns of education and traffic regulations have 
wucceedéd only in holding the death list roughly 
Proportionate to the increase in the number of au- 
tomobiles. No real progress toward the elimina- 
tion of accidents has been achieved, and none may 
be expected until] grade separation has been ac- 
eomnplished. When. and only when pedestrians 
move at a separate level from automobiles and 
main automobile highways cross at different levels 
will the number of automobile deaths decline.

He asserts also, and this, at least, has been 
clear enough for years, that the federal council 
has disapproved every measure of adequate defense 
for the nation. Finally he asserts that the federal 
‘council has opposed every effort to strengthen the 
immigration laws for the exclusion of undesirables. 

Tue TRIBUNE is impressed by Mr. Luzzo's state- 
/ment from two points of view. More important, it. 
seems to us, than the points it raises.against the 
Federal Cotincil is what it represents as the view- 


It iustrates organized labor's determination not to 
be drawn into the mire of foreign revolutionary 
radicalism. It shows a realization of the impor- 
tance of national defense to the American worker. 
And it shows also an alert appreciation of what 
the maintenance of our new policy of immigration 


It is of first rate importance to the peace and 
welfare of the American people that organized 
labor should realize, as Mr. Luzzo realizes, that 
the inroads of sentimental radicalism, pacifism and 
internationalism threaten the prosperity and prog- 
ress of the American worker first and foremost. 
Having achieved a level of economic security and 
prosperity never approached in the whole history 
of toil in any. country, the American worker has 
upon his own shoulders the duty of defending the 
conditions and policies which have made his 
achievement possible. He is in fact.in the first line 
trenches for the defense Df the economic and 
busiriess prosperity in which he shares as no other 
worker ever shared in any country’s wealth. “The 
revolutionary importing the theories of radical 
overturn, born of the conditions of backward Eu- 
rope, strikes straight at the American worker, The 
sentimental internationalist who on one excuse or 
another wants to reopen our gates and put the/ 
American worker again in competition with new- 
comers of far lower standards of living strikes at 
the American worker. As for the maintenance of 
the national defenses, it is a duty to which the 
American worker ig as fully bound and a respon- 
sibility in which he is as directly and deeply inter- 
ested as any other American citizen. _ 

The point we would make, in short, is that Mr. 
Luzzo's protest is founded on the substantial inter- 
ests of American workers all American citizens 
must welcome it as evidence that the leadership of 
organized labor is awake to the defense of thes¢ 
interests. We recognize these interests and all of 
them as common interests of all Americans. The 
protection of the rican worker is in the pro- 
tection of American conditions and institutions. 

. But Mr. Luzzo’s protest is of importance also in 
directing attention to the tendency of certain ele- 
ments of the clergy and among the churches and 
other religious bodies to attack American conditions 
of strength, prosperity, and security in the name of 
altruism. Resistance to adequate measures

Yet it is true that all over the world 
democracy is struggling with dictatorships, and that 
in our own nation, as in other nations, many people 
have lost patience with the old time practice of de- 
ferring to local sentiment and permitting loca] senti- 
ment to deal in slow democratic fashion 
problems of the times.

But in its impatience 
with old time democratic methods, its scorn for the 
inefficiency of the democratic system tn achieving all 
at once those reforms which it desires, its demand 
for prompt centralized control and its elevation of

They 
would find the cost still greater if they 
took into account other losses besides 
wages, for instance, decreased efficiency, 
disarrangement of production schedules, 
idle equipment, and loss of earnings on 
investments in wages, If the loss of the 
wage due to doctor bills, nursing service, 
medicines, and extra household expense 
were added, the figure would be m 
larger than it is. + 
A recent report gives some tabulation 
of a ten year experience in sickness ab- 
senteeism of the Boston Edison com- 
pany, who supply the following conclu- 
sions: 
The number of days of absence an- 
nually on account? of sickness is 8.9 
calendar days for males and 14 for fe- 
males. 
Among males, sickness caused twelve 
times as much absenteeism as accidents. 
The ratio with females was 171 to 1. 
One-half of all the absence records for 
men were due to respiratory diseases 
alone, These diseases caused nearly one- 
half of the total number of days lost by 
men. The loss by women on account of 
respiratory diseases did not reach quite 
the same percentages. Out of every ten 
men four lost time during the year on 
account of common colds. Out of every 
ten women, seven lost time on account 
of the same cause. The average man 
lost 1.4 days per year on account of 
colds. The average woman lost 2.1 days 
per year from that cause. = 
As men and women increased in age 
they tended to stay at work petter. The 
number of sick spells a year tended 
to decrease, but when an older person 
got sick; it took him longer to get back 
to work. 


This experience of the Edison com- 
pany showed that paying wages to sick 
employés while they were away tended 
to increased absenteeism. The man 
whose pay stopped when he did not show 
up for work was more likely to show up. 
Further, showing up for work when heé 
was sick did not seem to materially in- 
crease the length of his illness, if he 
later had to quit and go to bed. 

The sickness absenteeism rates are 
changed very much by the basis on 
which they are figured. Some concerns 
do not begin to count until after eight 
days, others, after three days; others, 
one day; others, part days. This causes 


incomparable figures. For instance, a 


concern that does not begin figuring until 
after one week does not report so heavy 
a rate due to colds. To get a record of 
a heavy absence rate from monthly dis- 


orders, constipation and headaches, the 


record must show the absences for part 
days.

My mother showed me the 
table and I asked for the herring. I 
ate two pieces and drank some water, 
then I slept for many hours. I was cured 
and.am still here at the age of 41.

Your statement as to what happened when 
you were 2% years old is on'v tolerably 
good testimony. It is possibile the salt did 
you good, but there are safer and better 
ways of giving salt to a 2 year old child. 
Dr. L. D. Arnold thinks it is the acid in 
kraut rather than the salt which does good, 
The amount of fermentation acid in kraut 
ig great.
